- and this hath bewitched you, and alienated your minds from 
the Lord; that you are remiſs in meetings,and that you negle# 
the poor Saints & Miniſters of Chriſt, whoſe dailie complaints 
and addreſſes{you ſay)are living monuments of this reigning 
abomination That you are crnel to ſeryants and children, ex- 
aQing all their labours, and takes no time to counſel or inftrut 
them, whereby their ſouls night be the better for you; tha: ſla- 
viſh fear hach ſtopped your mouths, until the mouth of this[- 


niquitie hath almoſt devoured your poor churches. That theſe - 


evils are ſo deeplie rootedin your hears, that it is hard toget 
chem our; that they. have wreſted all weapons ont of your 
hands, that have been formed againſt chem, is that you 
have laboured in vain,and that which you have brought forth, 
hach been to little purpoſe. Several other ſuch like things as 


theſe, yon confeſs your ſelves and your churches to be guilty ' 


of, in the ſaid T7verro» Epiſtle. To all which 1 ſay; If you are 
indeed puiltie of all theſe reigning abominations, and appa- 
rent iniquities, according ro your confeſfion, then afluredlie 
may I conclude, That you are neither Miniſters nor churches 
of Chriſt, and that che Ordinances which you praiſe, are 
not the Ordinances of Chriſt, but the Ordinances of the mgn 
of ſin, which is exalted, and bears rule in you; ſor of theſet- 
bominations and apparent iniquities, the chureh of Chriſt was 


never gviltie, as hath been proved: Andif you ſay you are not 


guiltie thereof, accordinÞ to your confeſſion, then is chis con- 
feſlion of yours a moſt abominable piece of hypocriſie, where- 
in you have even mocked God , as you fay you have doneof 
te1, which will render you no leſs culpable of his fiercewrat 
and heavy indignation, then the fortner, k 

And thus are your skirts diſcovered, 8 your deeds brought to 


light, & you weighed in an Equal Ballance Wd true judgment 
paſs'd upon you; and therefore although JW call your ſelves 


churches of Chriſc,& Miniſters of Chriſt,yet your preſampros 
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 pheredy diſcovered, who call your ſelves- churches of Chriſt, 
and are 0t 3 as their blaſphemie was known who ſaid they 
were jews, and were not; and you with'them are found lyars. 
And although you boaſt of the Ordinances of Chriſt, and ſay 
itis his Ordinances 'you follow, and plead for according to 
theScriptures, and, would feem to deck your ſelves with pre- 
cious Stones , and Pearls, yet whilſt cheſe abominations reign 
* in you, and ſuch iniquities ſo apparentlie written upon you, 
your Name is, Afyfterie Babylon, the Aeother of Harlots; and 
Abiminatios of the Earth; a Synagogue of Satan , a habttation of 
Devils, a 1:1 of every foul Spirit, and a cage of every uncleaw 
and batef{ Bird : And therefore thongh Trad flic to lay hold 
onthe horns of the Altar, yet from thence he muſt be taken, 
becauſe be is a man of blood,and ſo on his head muſt the blood 
of Abxer be charged, and reſt for ever, that Davia and his 
| bouſe may be clear before the Lord for ever. 

And thus the Spiritual Man,{which is Chriſt the true lighe)

not purifie the heare, and give victory over the world, and a- 
bore that baptiſm which is not by one ſpirit, into one body, 
whereby ſin and tranſgreſfion, reigning abominations , and 
ipparent iniquities are waſhed away; and above that Church- 
lellowfhip which is not with the Father, and with the Son,and 
fith the Aſſembly of the firſt-born , and with the ſpirits of 
jaſt men made perfeR; and above that Bread which is not che 
Body of Chriſt; and above that cup which is not the cup of 
bleſſing, of conſolation, and ſalvation, even the Communion. 
| tf the Blood of Chriſt, the ſpiritual Rock of which the Hrael 
| of God drunk. And above thoſe Prayers which are but lip- 
labour, which are ſo ſoon forgotten , and no more' thought 
| Yon, and chereMith God is ſo ofren mocked , which comes 
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not from a pure heart, and holy hands liftedup without wrich 
and doubting ; and above that Worſhip whick ſtandsinthe 


will of man; in conformity tos Rule, or Law without th 
not being rhereunto led by the Spirit of the living God, whoſe WW an 
Worſhip is ſpiritual, and who will be worſhipped in the ſpiric, WM & 
and in the erath; Fay, The Spiritual Man'with his Ordinan« you 
ces and Adminifirations, which are ſpiritual , fiands over the 
" man of ſin, and over theſe his carnal, weak, unprofitable Or- "er 
dinances, beggarlie rudiments, vain ceremonies, and traditio- 
nal imitations, which alchough you calf themthe Ordinances 
of Chriſt, yer they are but your own fancies #nd imaginations; 
And thus by a juſt and a lawful Trial, it plainly i evident- 
ly appears that you are neither Churches nor Miniſters of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, but in all the particulars before-mentioned, youare 
found very much to differ from them; and becauſe you arenot 
the church of Chrift, and that his Spirir,doth not iced you to 
( and guide you in) the practiſe or performance of thoſe : 
things which you plead for, and follow, therefore thoſe thi 
by you pleaded for, are not the Ordinances of Chrik, but 
Ordinances of the man of ſin; and ſo the Spiritual Manwith 
his Ordinances 'and Adminiſtrations, are exalted above the 
man of fin, with the weak and unprofirable Ordinacces that 
doth not make the comers thereunto perfe&, according to the 
rruth aſſerted by Thomas Salthouſe, which is hereby vindicated, 
and fully confirmed. 
And now I ſhall return to ſpeak to ſome 'particulars in thy -

Month, 1657. I came from Barbados, with another 
Eciend wich me, an Inhabitant of the Iſland , and according 
co the appointment of the Father , landed on Read-1/ard in 
the beginning of the eighth moneth, on an out-part of the 
Land, but the Veſſel went for BoFon,and being come __— 
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7 heard of the arrival of Friends from England, which was no' 
ſmall refreſhment to me; and after I had been there a little 
while , I paſſed out of the Ifland into Plymmnrh-Patten , to 
Sanawich, and ſeveral other Towns thereabouts;and after ſome 
time I was 1n Conetticut- Patten, with Jobs Copeland, where the 
Lord gaveus no ſmallDominion;for there we met with one of 
the Diſputers of New-England, who is a Prieſt of Hartford, 
who was much confounded , to the glory of Truth, and his 
ſhame; and afcer ſome ſtaying there, we re:urned to Road- 
17and, (where H.N. was) and after ſome ſtay.there, we wenc 
to Plymonth-Patten, and they having a Court, we went to the 
place where it was, ( having ſent before , the' grounds of oun 
coming ) but we were {traightway put into priſon, and after 
:wice betng before them, ( where we were much railed upon ) 
they judged us to be vvhipt, H:N received twenty three ſtripes, 
ad I fifteen, ( with Rods) which did prove much for the ad- 
vantage of Truth , and their diſadvantage; for Friends did 
with much boldneſs own us openly in it. And after we were 
ler from thence, vve returned to Road-1/lard, and from thence 
to Boſton, and bore vvitneſs ( in their Meeting-Houſe ) againſt 
tieir Worſhip, in a feyy Words , till they haled us forth, ane 
had usto their houſe of Correction , and that evening vve 
vyere examined, and committed to the priſon, and on the ſe- 
venth day in the evening they vvhipr us vvich- ten ſtripes a- 
piece, vvitha three-fold Whip, toconclude a vvieked Weeks 
Work, which vvas this; Oa the ſecond day:: they vvhipped fix 
Friends; on the third day the Gaoler laid William Brand neck 
and heels, (as they call it)in'Trons, ( as he confeſſed ) for fix- 
teen hours; and on the fourth day the Gaoler gave W. Brand 
one hundred and ſeventeen ſtrokes vvith a pitch Rope; on the 
fifth day vve vyere pur in priſon, and on the ſeventh day vve 
ſuffered; and after a vvhile a Warrant vvas given torth, that if 
vve vvould not work, we ſhould be whipt once in every three 
dayes, and the firſt day have fifteen Rripes , the ſecond time 
eighteen, and the third time ewenty one.

lodged that night, and early in the morning came two Con- 

Rables ( with ſome others) and demanded of us whither we 

were going; our anſwer vvas, We intend to paſs towards B:- 

fea, Then they ſaid they had a VVarrant to bring us to F-- 
fox before the Mapiſtrates. Then we required to ſee it; but 

they would not ſhew us ir; ſo after ſome hours,one Conſtable, 

and cwo men with him, had us to Fofoy, and brought ns to the 

Governor's houſe, who when he ſaw us (being much perples- 

ed in ſpirit) ſaid in a rage, You ſhall be ſure to have your ears 
cut off, then he asked our Names, ſowe told him; then he 
ſaid, You have been twice here before, and ſaid, he looked up- 
on it to be a great judgement of God to them, that we were 
ſuffered ſo often ro come amongſt them, to trouble them, and 
a5ked us why we came, ſeeing you know we would not receic 
| h you! 


not but come: Then he maliciouſly faid, The Lord commanded 
you to come? it wasthe Devil. Then heyrpged us to prove our 


call by the Scriptures; Our anfyyer vyas, Our Names are not 


1vritten in the Scriptares. The Governor (whoſe nameis Joh 
{-4icet ) ſaid, he did believe we ſpoke true, for he did think our 
Names vvere not vvritten 1n the Scriptures, and farther ſaid, 
It yyere ſomething if you cou!d make it appear to me that you 
1:2 ſenv'of God. We anſwered, That vvhile he ſtood in unbe- 
cf, though vve ſpeak never fo plain ro him, yet he wonld not 
belteveit. Then one Nathaniel Williams ſtanding by , ſaid to 
ts effect, Seeing that you knew we would not receive you, it 
mult needs beout of malice thar you came. Our anſwer was, 
That the Lord God who ſearcheth the hearcs of all, knows 
t!:1r we came not in malice, but in obedience to him. Then 
7. lndicot asked us, Whether vve did believe that Chriſt's body 
'12s in heaven? Axſ. We knovv that his body ts in heaven. So 
nz ſent for the Gaoler, and bid him take us avvay, and faid we 
Gould hear from them to morrovy. So he had us away; and 
put us in the Houſe of Corre@ion, as they call it. Soon the 
morrow ( being the fifth day of the ſixth month ) chey had # 
Court at Boon, before vyhich we were brought, When we 
came before them, they cauſed our hats to begaken off, and 
throvyn on the ground; Then 7.ndice: ſaid, You were before

of Sinews, Fleſh,«nd Bone, diſtin&t from the body efhis Mem- 
bers? Then we asked what the body of his Members was? To 
which they gave no anſvver.Then the Secretary made a ſpeech 
co this effec, ſaying, That theſe men have been here twice be- 
fore, and have received the Law , and was ſent out of this Jus 
riſdition, and now are come the third time, And fo vvrotean 
Order, and delivered it to che Governor, who delivered|it to 
the Gaoler, and bid him take us away , and keep us according 
co his Order; but they read not the Order to us then. So he 
had us away to the houſe of CorreRion again ; and the next 
morning the Gaoler came to us, and asked us to work ; Thea 
we required to ſee his Order; {o he ſhewed us it : The Order 
was to this effect : | : 

Fo the Keeper of the Henſe of Correftion; You are by vertu 
hereof, to take into your cuſtody the body of Chriſtopher Holder, 
and John Copeland, ard them ſafely ro keep cloſe to work, with 
Priſoncrs Diet onely, until their cars be cnt off, and not ſuffer any 
ta conver(e with them whilft they ave in your cuſtody. 

Then he asked us again to work, and ſaid, As you are ratio- 
nal men, I would wiſh you not to put your bodyes to ſo much 
— ſaying, he had an Order to have as whipt twicea | 
Week it vve vyould not work, and ſhewed us the Order that. 
vyas made for the other Friends that vvere in the priſon before 
us, whereby they were whipt, but we anſweres inv not: Then 
he ſaid, he would not be harſh vvith us, but vyould give us 
time to conſider of it till noon. So after ſome time, he came 
to us again, and asked us as before, then [we anſwered, We 
were ſhut np, and vvere not at liberty to vvork , Then he ha- 
led us, and hadns into the room where the Work vvas, and 
kept us there till night, and then had us into the Common 
Gaol, andon the morrow had us down aggin where the Work 
was,and ſaid he would keep us there till our backs were (laſſ:'d, 

and ſet Bread and Pottage by the Work, but vye had not free- 
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dom'to meddle with it neither. 'So a4,night we. were had. into - 

the Common-Gaol again, where we were ſhut up in'g cloſe 
Room, and had Bread and Potrage ſet by us, but they ſaid they

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Again, on the ſeventh --— Ao 9 feventh Month, we-three 
wereſent for (from the priſon) before the Court of Aſſiſtance 
held at Bofon, who (when.we came) commanded our hats to 
be taken off, the which being done, (after fome time) 7.7. ask- 
ed us one by one, Whether we knew the Law againſt Quaker: ? 
We anſwered, We knew their Law, Then he asked ous,” Why 
we came hicher ? Weanſwered, That the Lord (whoſe Law is 
paſt) required it of us to come, in obedience to him we came. 
Then one called Major Deniſen, asked us, Whether every. man 
is not Maſter of his own houſe ? We anſwered, The Lord 
God is Maſter of Heaven and Earth, and he can ſend whither 
he vvill, and vvhom he vvill: Then J. I. ſaid, Were you not 
here before, and yvere ſent away , and vvere vvarned not to 
come 3gain, and now are come a third time, ( to which Rich.

They faid, You do believe and hold forth; That there is that 
in every man, that if he will, he may beſaved by ic..

and others wich him; and as we were walking in the- Wood, one 
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nd, came and.told us the Prieſt was come, and ſeveral others with 
hed him, they promiſed Reber: 4dawy they would not injure vs, 
by buc we might freely paſs away as we came. So'we went into 


CG the houſe;and had many Words'yvich the Prieft, forme of them 
were, That there us « neceſſity of "mens finning in'this life, A Do- 

: Arine ( not onely . preached, 'but) lamentablypradtiſed in 
V4 New- England. But Caiw's nature began foon to riſe,and they 


=y began to threaten us that 'they vyould exercife their Power a- 
; cainſt us, and ſo-kept us ſeveral hours, notwithſtanding their 
5 promife. but atlaſt ſaid, If weewould promiſe co depart their \ 


Town , they vvould letus go}, vvhich vve could not do, nor 
d) make a Covenant with death. So we paſſed away,and after vve 
were gone almoſt half-a'mile, Garif came riding after us, and 
Mm, did us go back, bur we refuſed; then he forced us along vvith 
ly ſeveralmen toaffiſthim back again to Rebers Adam's houſe, 
and there kept us till the Conſtable came, whom they had pri- 

nd vately ſent for; and Gar:/4 writ ſome kindof Warrant, and 
ec- ſent us to Roxly, to beicanveyed from Conſtable to Conftable, 
þ til! we were bronght backagain'to Salem. They brought us 
ich to Rowly in the night, ſo'the next day we paſſed chrough Jp/- 
fug ic) , and other places, which was of ſervice to the Lord, We 
gh came toSalem where their Court was fitting, We vvere brought 
before them in the night, where one Simon Broadftrear ſate as 
Þ, WW Judge; Danies Deniſon, Wiliaw\Bathorn, with another Affi- 
vay ſtant ; Simen Broadftreat asked us, if we knew before vvhom 
rve vvere: Then after they had pulled off our hats, rhey asked 
ur Names; We told them. T 6 asked us if vvevvere _ 
| : ers, 
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deriſion calls ſo. Siwes Broadfreat {aid, he never ſawnny of us 
before, and he began to tell us we held dangerous Errors: We 
bad him declare what they were, Then-( like the reſt of Cain's 
race ) be began to accuſe us, We denyed thac Chriſt chat ſuffer: 
ed at Jerw/alem;and that we denyed the Scriptures, But vve 
declared the contrary, and that we owned no other . Jeſus bur 
he thar ſuffered at Jers/alem, and the Scriptures of truth vve 
owned. And then they ſaid, We were much wronged;and fur- 
ther ſaid , What we had declared concerning Chrift and the 
Scriptures, rs Aptnwang Then they would know ourcal! to 
come into thole parts. Weanſwered , We came to vilit the 
Seed in captivity, Then they began to threaten us with their 
Law, and before confelled they owned what vve ſaid. We ask- 
ed what they bad to lay to our charge; but they had nothing, 
but ſaid they had a Law againſt ſuch a people as we owned our 
ſelves to be of, and according to that Law, ſent us to the houſe 
of CorreQion, and bid the Conſtable take us away,and kept us 
priſoners; Some of Sa/em-people,which were ſammoned to an- 
ſwer for being at the Mecting before-mentioned,, ix of them 
were ſent to priſon with us to BeXox. The ſecond day of tlic 


fifth Month, beiag the ſixth day of the Week, and the preſence 


of the Lord was vvith us, and we ſtayed at Lawrence South 
»ick's houſe, where we had a meeting:of friends vvbich paſſed 
iome part of the way vvith us, after we had given up our ſelyes 
to the Lord by prayer and ſupplication. And vvhen we came 
to Boſton, vve were ſeperated into ſeyeral roomsin the Priſon, 
and weintoa room that the bloody Gaoler had provided to 
put us in, he hearing we weretaken , reſolved { in his wick- 
ed heart ) to torment our bodies, or to make us bow to their 
wicked and curfed Law (as he ſaid to us.) He took us up into 
a high room in theinner-Priſon, and topped it ſo cloſe, that 
be left not a hole for any air tocomein , nor ſuffered any to 
came at us; and ſtopped all neceſſaries from us, as Food, and 
whatſoever might be ſerviceable to us, neither tet us have any 
ViRtuals for our money; but after ſome time he brought a few 
Pottage and a piece of Bread, We would have given him mo- 
ney for it, but he ſaid, he would have nothing but Work for 

if. 
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it, and farther ſaid, If we did eat, he would make vs work for 
it; ſo he kept us without any, five dayes. On the ſecond day of 
the Week he called us: down to be whipped 5 which-was exccu- 
red upon us in twenty, blows , with-e chree-ſininged Whip, 
with. knots at the ends; with as much fury and; violence as ever 
he conld lay.it on. So after I ſpoke a few words againſt their 
bloody Law; (which lay upon me to witneſs again ) by which 
we ſuffered, he locked us up again, ( as before-mentioned )and 
abour an hour aſter he came to lignifie to-us, That we were 
clear, (according to the Law) and might paſs away if we would 
pay the Marſhal ro go with us our of the Collony: [ Oh inhu- 
mane! Weto pay a manfor baniſhing of vs! '} cke Anſwer 
was, If he would ſec openihbe doors for us , we would paſs a- 
way; And.after he demanded , Whether we would work his 
work ? We refuſed: Then be began to threaten us what be 
would do to us, and (aid he weuld pur me in Irons that nigh; 
ſo the next day he came wich his Irons, and put one Iron on 
each thigh, and another about my neck, and he locked them 
together with a Horſe-Lock , that there was no more liberty 
between the Irons then-theLock allowed, (ſo that my body was 
crumbled cogether, my head cloſe to my thighs ) choſe Irons 
was upon me from about the fifth hour in the morning, till at- 
ter the ninth hour ac night; ( which was fixteen hours.) And 
when I lay in the Irons, I was ſtrengthened in the power of the 
Lord. T 4 next day in the morning be came as ke did before, 
to know vyhether I had occaſion to go dovrn, I vvent dovyn, 
and vyvhen 1 came into the lovver room vyhere his Mill ftands, 
he haled me covvards the Mill, and bid me go to vyork; he took 
2 Rope aboutaninchthick, and laid upon me as hard as be 
could lay upon my back and arms, until his. Rope untvviſted, 
and then heleft off, and ('as it vvas ſaid by the Priſoners ) be 
gave me about twenty blows at the leaſt, ſo that with choſe 
blews, my back and arms were ſwelled. Then I went up into 
the room, (where we were locked in)then be brought another 
Rope bigger and ſtronger then the former and haled me down 
again into.the lower room, and ſaid (as he often did) that he 
would make me bow tothe Law of the Countrey ; he bid me 
work, w*I could not do - all the worlds frowns or favours. 
2 TE Ic 
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Ie beingin the heat of Sammer ,-I had nothing but a Searge 
Caſſock upon iny ſhirt, *then he'began to lay on again ( vvith 
his Rope)upon my back, rhat had been vyhipped but trvo days 
before, and rhe day before lay in Itons, and 'had hid 1o'many 
blovvs upon me (before) that morning; bur he (like an unrea- 
ſonable man) had no compaſſion, but 'vvich violencelaid four- 
icore and ſeventeen blovvs more on 'me, 'as hard as heconld 
lay them on, and if his ſtrength {and his Rope had not failed 
him) he vyould have {aid /moreon; butherhreatned ro give me 
as many more the next morning , if-I vvould not bovy to the 
Lavy, and allo that friend that vvas vvith'me, if he'vyould not 
yeild; but the Lord prevented this cruel man of his purpoſe, 
So he locked us up.in the room, ( as at the firſt ) and yet thx 
Lord did bear me up ;rhatT fell not under the ſtrokes of this 
vvicked man, being. kept from dyet five dayes, -and my body 
vveakned both for'vvant of ayreand dyer, and havinglain in 
Irons ſo many hours, and receiving ſo many blovvs, that ſoon 
after I vras laid dovvn upon the boards, I felt the parts of na- 
ture decaying, and natural ſtrengch'to fail-me, that my body 
vvas turned as cold as the earth , and a ſtriving there vyas in 
nature for life, ( vyhich vvas near departed from me) ſo that 
at laſt all my ſences vvere ſtopped, that I had neither ſeeing, 
feeling, nor hearing, for ſome time; but the Povver of the Lord 
broke throagh me, and life broke throngh death ,, and the 
breath of the Lord breathed into my n6ftrils, and a-noiſe went 
forth intothe Town ; among the people, ſo the vvickednefs 
that. vvas intended, (and murder in ſecret) vvas manifeſt open- 
ly,and many cameinto the priſon to ſee vyhat vvas done{ both 
ſmall and great} vyhich vvhen they ſavy, their eyes afflited 
their hearts, for. they ſavy my back and arms bruiſed;and black, 
and my fleſh-become- as a jelley, and ſvvelled vvith the blows, 
andthe blood hanging as in bags nnder my arms, vvith the cru- 
el beating. "having received an hundred and ſeventeen blovvs, 
(at theleaft) as vvas told by them that heard and faw them. 
And what the Lord hath done, is ro make this profeſfion and 
kypocriſie of theirs manifeſt, that all that fears the Lord may 
come out from among them-And wherher theſe be Magiſtrates 
thatrule for God , and whether theſe Laws be according 4 
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the righteous Law of :God, vvhich: is made to deſtroy God's 
Workmanſhip, and:ro Yeface his creatures, and whether theſe 
be the fruits of them chart are members of Chriſt, letthe vviſe 
in heart judge. The Cauſe is the Lords, and whatſoever we ſuf- 
ter, it ſhall-be for the furtherance of the Goſpe! of Chri(t, 
whichis the Power of God to ſalvation, to them that. do be- 
lieve: And my peace is in him vvho is the Prince of Peace, 
vvho bears me up in his Arms aboveall the Rage and Wicked- 
neſs of the Wicked; which ſhall come. ro an end; To him be 
praiſe for everandever:; Amien.. | 


From the Common-Goal in 
BeFon, this 13th: of the 
5th. Month, 1658. William Brend. 
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A true Relation of what ſome have ſuffered for eonſcience-ſake tn 
Salem, «nd ſome other places in the Malathuſets Colleny in News 
England. 


N September, in the year 1657. there came two young men 

to Salem, one Chrs/fopher Holder, and John Copeland, theſe 
men came from England to Road-[ſland, who on the firſt day of 
cheWeek-came to theMeeting-houlſe,who vyben their Meeting 
vvas ended, they began to ſpeak, vvho vvere thruſt out of the 
Meeting in great fury; one that vvas a Commiſſioner in the 
Tovvn, pull'd him back by the hair of the head, and thruſt his 
hand (with his Glove) in his mouth , to ſtep his-mouch , one 
Samuel Shattock was preſent, and pulled his hand from: his 
mouth, He vvas the next day ſent vvith them to Boftow ;- with 
an Accuſation ſent by Captain Hathory, That be vyas a Friend 
to Quakers, and pleaded for the maintenance of their Opini- 
ons; for the yvhich he vvas ſent to priſon, &the other tyvo men; 
the tvvo.menyvere vvhiptzo laſhes a-piece with a three-corded 
Whip, with knots on the end, laid on with preac fury ; and S. 
Sherk vwvas boundin a bond of twenty pounds, to anſwer it 
at Court, and vvasnot to ſpeak wich one of chem called 2+ 


kers, 
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hers:but when he made his AH appeared to prove 
the Charge; he was required to come the 'nexe Week, ſo made 
three journeys to the Court, and then conld prove nothing, 
The Deputy-Governor would haye him bound over longer, 
but che Governor ſaid, They could not anſwer it,in as much as 
Evidence did not appear, So it was entered into the Courts 
Rolls, that he ſhould make his appearance at the next New: 
Commons. 
Now there was one Laxrenee Soxthwick. and his Wife , was 
ſent to Beſton-Priſon for entertaining theſe two ſtrangers; the 
man, they let come home again, becauſe the Church was co ex. 
amine him & caſt him ont;bue cheWoman was kept 7 vvecks in 
priſon, although they had no law then made againſt the thing, 
In che end of this time, having nothing againſt the woman, did 
at laſt ask her if ſhe owned ſuch a Paper as ſome in priſon bad 
written, concerning their owning of God, and Chritt, and the 
Scriptures? She owning of it, was fined forty ſhillings, and 
ſo let her go. 
Now about this time there were ſome obſerving that cruel- 
ty that was praQiſed by them, (altogether undecoming Chri- 
ſtians) and the drift of their Preachers yyas to encourage and 
drive on this deſign, vvbich filleth up moſt of their Sermons, 
and that time vyhich ſhould have been better ſpent; inſomuch 
that vvhen vve went to look for bread, we had a ſtone given 
us, and a Serpent inſtead of a Fiſh : At length finding it ſo un: 
profitable, had no reſt nor peace in our ſpirits to fir down un» 
der it, as the Ordinances of God , and ſpiricual Worſhip, 
vyhich was-altogether empty of God, did then withdraw our 
ſelves from them, and did meec together on the firſt dayes of 
the Week; the Conſtable was then ſent to take rhe Names of 
them that met; and on the nexr day they were brought before 
Captain Hatbers, (who was a Commiſſioner ) and he read the 
Law to them for conviction, to pay five ſhillings a Week for 
not coming to the-Meeting, but this did not content them, but 
did afteewsrds ſend for them again before him , and three of 
them were ſent to Bofton by theConſtable, with Lawrence South- tt 
wich , his Wife, and his Son 7ofah Southwick , who were com- 0 
micced to the priſon, no breach of any Law being proved, _ 9

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And from an o!d man and his Wife , one Edward Harnet, he 
was aged abour ſixty years and nine, and his Wife aged abonr 
(eventy three years of age, » ho was forced in his old age to 
{cil that which he had , which was a poor houſe, and a little 
!and, and now to be gone, or wrong his conſcience, his labour 
being almoſt done, and being nor able to ſtand under the Fine 
of five.ſhillings by the Week, did fell;and notvyichſtanding the 
poor honeſt man was going away from troubling of them, the 
Marſhal was ſent , and cook away thirty ſeven ſhillings from 
the poor agedipeople. | 

Now about this time there was one William Sbattock in Bo- 
fo», (4 poor man that did refrain from the publike Meeting) 
was had to the Court, who (becauſe he had not co pay the five 
ſhillings a-Week-Fine ) was put in priſon, [they jadged bim a 
friend to Quakers ] he was (by the Courts oder Yrkipe, and 
kept priſoner from his Family; and the Gaoler took all his 
Work for himſelf, allowing his Family not a penny. He at laſt 
ſent to the Court to know what they meats; he had this 
Word ſent to him , That if he was able to pay five ſhillings a 
Week, he might tay, but the Deputy-Governor ſaid, Seeing 
he had no houſe of his own, into his houſe he ſhould not come, 
[for he was his Tenant] & that none ſhould receive him into 
their houſes, therefore he muſt abide in the Houſe of Corre@i- 
0a.The caſe being ſo hard, he deſired that he might then look 
out for a habication in another Juriſdition: So-they gave him 
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but two or three dayes time to depart the Collony , ſo he was 
- forced from his Family, having bis Wife and four {mall Chil- 
dren. x 
- The time proved ſo troubleſom , that it was the deſire of 
fome to look our for a habiration in 'Read-Ifland-Patten ; $o 
there went three from Salem, John Small, John Burton, Joſiah 
Seuthwice , towards the Ifland, and the firſt night came to 2 
Town called Dedham, and went to the Inne to lodge; they had 
not been long there, but the Captain-of the Town came, ( his 
name is C»ſ>ar ) and examined chem of matters of Religion, 
and whether they owned their Churches and Miniſters ; Who 
being not free to anſwer according to his will, told them hs 
would ſend them where they ſhould. They cold him gpon wha: 
account they went; but he got them ſeared that night , and 
the next morning tent them back to Betis, with a Conſtable, 
and tyvo men,vvich a Halbard and black Raff, ( as if 'they had 
been murderers) and carryed them before the Deputy Gover- 
nor, vvho threatned them to ſend'them to priſon. but they de- 
fired co go to the Governor, (who had a liccle more conſi- 
deration then theother ) and ſaid.; That they could not hin- 
der men from: that; So let them go, 'but did afterwards ſend 4 
is Warrant to the Marſhal. to levy 12.s. upon them, to pay the 
4 men for bringing them back again to Boſton, the Governor, 
{4 and Deputy-Governor's hand was to it. 
After this, there came two:men more to Selem, (of thoſe 
called Qpakers) and it was their defire to have a meeting with 
us; fo therewas a meeting, and about twenty perſons ( and 
upwards) of the Inhabicants, and whillt we were peaceably to- 
gether, there came one Edwond Batters(a Commiſſioner)with 2 
Coni}able with him (it was about 5 or 6 miles from the Town 
at a Farm-Houfe) who;came in with great rape, and took ac- 
count of our names; the Court being at Sa/em, the follovving 
week we, were ſent for, & ſome of us were kept priſoners 
two days by our own houſes, at another hoanſe ; our of theſe 
the Court choſe {ix perſons to ſend to priſon, as axamples to 
the reſt, © their namesare after expreſſed ) theſe they ſent to 
the bouſe of CorreRion, as Quakers; they did earneſtly deſire 
ro &now what a Ruaker was © They anſwered him thar ſpake, 


ſaying, 
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ſaying, Thou art 6rie, becauſe thou comeſt in with thy hat on; 
He replyed again, That was'a horrible thing co make ſuch cru- 
el lawes of whipping, and curting'off ears, and burning cho- 
row the tongue, for not putting off the hat : So we were ſent 
to the houſe of CorreRion, and tour of ns was whip'c, the 0- 
ther two was before whipt, as is before-mentioned, Lawrence 
Stuthwick and his ſon , bur his wife was whip'r the ſecond 
time; and the names of the Inhabitants were « awrence South- 
wick, Cafſandria Southwick , Jofiah Sonthwick,, Samuel Shat- 
tock,, Tofah Buffum , Samuel! Garkes. 

Now beſides the fix Inhabitants, they ſent the two ſtrangers 
to priſon, the one was Wifiam Brend, that was a dweller in the 
city of London, and the other was an inhabitant of Barbado's, 
his name is Wi4iam Leddra; Now the firangers were pur into 
the Goal, and the inhabitar.tsin the houſe of CorreCtion, the 
Goaler (a cruel tyrant) he required the ſtrangers to work, but 
they refuſed to do his work , and for the cruelty the Goaler 
exerciſed on WilliamBrend,(the paſſages are before mentioned) 
ſome of their qQwn ſociety vyas diſſatisfied, becauſe the Goaler 
yvas a Church- member and would have had him been caſt our 
of cheChurch; but vvhen he vvas called before the Church, 7h» 
Norton the Teacher vvould hardly ſuffer any to blame him, buc 
did countenance himin it , fo he vvas paſt by, and let alone. 
Now the lame Week came one Hawphrey Norco , a ſtranger, 
and one Job»! Rows, they were pucin priſon alſo; ſo the © oa- 
lor required them to work, but they refuſed,and did defire to 
eat theifiown bread, ſo they were cruelly whip*c;, and becauſe 
they would not work, John Indecor Governor, and Richard 
Billingham Deputy- Governor, wrote an Order of crueity to 
che Goaler, That all the @«kers then in priſon ſhould bee 
ſeverely whip't twice a Week, beginning with fifteen laſhes, 
(with a cruel Whip) andevery time to exceed three, which 
was barbarous cruelty, which they put in execution, but com- 
paſſion wasin ſome of the townſ{-men , that they paid their 
fees and releaſed them ;” now in the end of three Weeks ſome 
of- the inhabirants were releaſed, ſuch as had not been in pri- 
ſon once before; now theſe cruel ats made more of the Inha- 
bitants of Sa/cws with-draw from their Aﬀemblies , be- 
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canſe their hands were dl wich blood. Lind Foie 
Now about three Weeks after the former Court at Salem, 
the Court did again fit, and:had divers perfons /hroughe. be- 
fore them (upon this account) for not comming :to;the Meer- 
ing, the General-Court having now made a Law,,. the firſt 
Law was, to pay five ſhillings a Week for nor'eoming.to them; 
now to adde to that, we muſt -pay ten ſhillings every 
time we meet (to worſhip the Lord) together; and it -any one 
ſpoke in our Meeting, they muſt pay five. pounds a time, (each 
perſon:)Amonglt thoſe that were preſented, came-in one JV:- 
cholas ai vyith his hat'on, vyho-hearing/them ſay chat the 
Quakers deny Magiſtrates, and -havinga -Paper-in his Pocket 
that did expreſs under ſome of their hands, that they oyvnes 
Mapiſtrates, did pive it to them; they asked if he vvould own 
ir? Heanſwered, Yea; then they fined him forty ſhillings for 
ovvning that, and for notiputting off his-hae, ſent him-to 1pſ- 
wich CorreQion: houſe, where he was whipt at firſt entrance; 
the Gaoler requiring him to work , hetold him, if he weuld 
let him go home to his Work, he would vyork; for he though: 
it unreaſonable for them to require him to-vyork for them, 
and for thee Caoler to take eight pence out of eyery ſhilling 
that he got, and he (the mean time) -to hire - men 'at home 
about his own Harveſt; and told: them , -Houſes of Cor- 
reQion (in En2/and) vvere for ſuchas'vyas (not -fit «to guide 
rhemſelves, idle perſons, and Vagrants,-and not to take men 
from their Families and Employtnents, that-did help: carry on 
tbe common cbarge of the Countrey. But they vvhipt him for 
not vyorking; he vvyas vvhipt tlirce times in five dayes, a poor, 
vveak, crooked man, 
Theſe Courts vvas carryed on by Simon Broad/treet, Magi- 
ſtrate, Major Deni/-», and William Hathorne. + 
Now about fix or ſeven Weeks after that, there vvas ſome of 
us quietly and peaceably mer together to'-worſhip . the.Lord, 
and ſhut the door, (about a mile from the Town; )the Conſta- 
ble (and one more) came and required us toopen:thedoor, 
but we anſwered rhem not;ſs he took-an Ax,and broke op the 
- door upon us, and took notice of - our Nameg;:and'ſoon after 
vvas 7pſwich Court , vyhere ſome of our: Names vvere-ſent -_ 
ene 
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chaſing 0 Ps ns, ſent for us vyho vvere 
carryedby the Conltalle thicker ,and —_ apprebended 
for-not coming to meeting to. rbeir. publike Aembly, , & vvas 
fined five fhilkogs a Week; and for:meering by our ſelves, yvas 
fined ten ſhillipgs a time ; and for coming, in. yvith our hats 
on, vvas again ſentto. priſon as gakers , and vvhipr , andat 
the firſt entrance hardly uſed, p24 | 
Thoſe that was committed, was, Samwe! Shatrock, Nicho- 
lac Philps, Joſiah Bufſww, & continued in Ipſwich Gaol about 
three Weeks,and three dayes,(it was then the time of the Ge- 
neral Court in BoFoy, the ſecand Seffions of it: So three days 
after the Court began, there paſſed a Warrant out under Ea- 
ward Rawſen's hand, (Secretary) to the Gaoler of Ipſivk, co 
bring away the priſoners ( that was Quakers ), with ſpeed, to. 
deliver chem up to the Maliter of che Houſe of CorreRion in 
Boften, to keep in fafe cyſtody.. So thicher-we were brought, 
and the ſame day that we were put into the CorreRion-Houſe 
at Boſton, we were called forth before the Court, [ Reader,take 
notice that the Law that they made againſt Quakers, was thus 
expreſt;, That they was a nrſpd ſect of. Heretichs, that (pgke avd 
writ blaſhheomons Opiniont,and that theDoftrines they beld was dia- 
bolical;, With many more avs es that nature. ] When we 
came to the Courc, wedcfired a fair tryal according co their 
own Law, and chat we mighc be tryed, if we had 
ny blaſpbemous Hereſje, or devilliſh Doctrine, That we might 
be cxyed either by the General-Coure, or & Jury of twelve 
men, whoſe Charges we would bear, deliring a fair hearing of 
things. Now when we deſired a fair hearing of matcers, rhe 
Magiſtrates thac had been qur former Judges , Major Pexi/es, 
and Simeon Broadftreet, did then the more ſer themſelves againſt 
us, to make good their own. aQings towards us, but vvben we 
deſired a fair hearing acconding to the Lavy, (by which we fuf- 
fered, and held chem to it, to. prove us Blaſphemers, and He- 
reticks , ( they could. not. at all proye any ſuch thing agaioft 
us) hex, We were, not puniſped for matter of judgement, bus 
for Fatt: Wedelired to know, what was our Fac © They: ane 
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iwered, That we did nutharaz our [elves from their Meetiyg gud 
keps. Mew 


ingeof, onr own, als med ſuch #6 765 enemies to them, 
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and by that did manifeſt our Fed enemies to all Government in 
Church and Commox-wealth. It was anſwered, That we ſoughe 
not the hurt of any of them; & for that as they called fa, their 
Laws had already taken hold of us by Fines, but ſeeing 'thar 
their Lavy run upon Herelie and Baſphemy, we deſired to be 
tryed according to it; but they would not hear ns, fo we were 
ſent back to priſon. Now the next day was Bofon-LeQure- 
day, vvhereon Chanſey ( Maſter of their Colledpe) preached; 
and ſee.ng rhey could juſtly prove not any thing apainſt us, 


(as the Law ſpeaks )did thus deliver himſelf,Szppofe (faid be to. 


the Magiſtrates)you ſhonld catch fix Wolves in a Trap, Jeu cannot 
prove that they have killed any Lambs, or fheep, and now yoga have 
them, they will not bark nor bite , yet they have the plain mark of 
Wotves, whether you would let them go, yea or nay? *| There being 
fix of us then in priſon upon that account:] And this is the 
Do&trine of one of the falſe Prophetsin New- Eng /and,whoſe 
hands is full of blood, and hearts full of deceit and wicked- 
nefs, which the Lord ſees and takes notice of. 

Novyv vvhen they wanted to make us appear to be what 
was expreſt in the Law, the Prieſts vvent thus to vvork, thar 
ſeeing they conld nor prove that, therefore their plot was ( as 
we beard) that on the Le&ure-day the Magiſtrates and Mini- 
ſters combining together for to call us forth,8 went ro work; 
(about half an %- after we were thus informed, )So we vvere 
called forth, and a great company of their Teachers vyas pre- 
ſenr, and the General Court made Joh Nerrox their mouth to 
examine us, who put queſtions to us, but we refuſed to anſwer 
him, becauſe we referred our cauſe to the Court to be tryed, 
and he being not one of them , we was not free to give him 
anſwer; When he ſaw that, he then pur queſtions in the Magi- 
ftrates mouths to ask us, but durſt not trutt chem wich che ma- 
naging of them neither; So wetold the Court it was a great 
diſparagement to them , and that they did much undervalue 
themſelves, as if they were not wife enough to propound their 
own queſtions to us, vvichour the help of. him ; 'but he would 
not be put by, but put forth many ſabtil enſnaring queſtions, 
to catch advantage, and no Scripture-anſwers would in the 
leaſt give him ſatisfaRion; but he could not at- all accompliſh 
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his ends ar that tiine by. us; ſo when they could” not bave their 
wills, did then addreſs chemlelves by-petition to the Court, (as 
we were informed ) to forward their deſigns for death and ba- 


. niſhmeat, and preſented particulars to the Court for tryals; 


ſo at laſt it was :contluded by Vore among the Magiſtrates, that 
ſuch and ſuch perſons ſhould be: baniſhed upon pain of ceath, 
(a5 their Law doth-expreſs.) Now when it had thus paſt, it was 
ſ-nt to the houſe of Deputies , defiring their coaſent; but it 
ret with hard ſervice amongtt them, tor.thoſe of underitand- 
ing amongſt them, judged ir abſurd and ridiculous, but at laft 
when it came to be voted, they that that was againſt it judging 


their ſide the greateſt, put it to Vote, and it ſo. fell out , thar' 


there was twenty ſeven of them in all at that time, and four- 
teen was for it, and the Speaker and twelve more was againſt 
it; one of the Deputies that was againſt it, was fick, he deſired 
the Speaker to.ſend for him when it was put to Votre, but the 
Speaker concluded that they ſhould carry it without him,& ler 
him alone,& the want of his Vote caſt the Caſe, which when it 
was calt, the man hearing of it, was exceedingly diſtreſſed in 
his ſpirit,that his abſence ſhould occaſion the paſling of ſuch an 
unrighteous Law. | 

Now afrer this, it was in queſtion, Whether all the particu- 
|zrs in the Law, ſhould go to make one tranſgreſſion; but that 
vas rejected; So that one of theſe ( if the. Judges pleaſe) may 
expoſe to death or.baniſhmenc, the not coming to their meet- 
ing, or not putting off the hat to a mans equals: So the Court 
releaſed us at preſent, onely we were to be gone by the Courc 
of Election in Aſay. Now before the concluſion, we ſent into 
the Deputies, That ſeeing the chief offence was not putting of 
the hat, we deſired to knowif our puniſhments had not deen 
ſufficient for our offences, ſome of us had been twice impriſo- 
ned ten Weeks, and twice whipt , one of us had been four 
times whipt ; three bad been tvvice impriſoned, and tyvice 
vvhipr, and thelaſt time kept priſoners tvyenty Weeks, thac 
vyvas Husbandmen the. time of Hay and Harveſt, their things 
iying upon ſpoile all the chief time of Summer , that had ma> 
ny Cartel to look after, who was impriſoned from the firſt of 
tae fifth Monty, 7x1y, till towards the latter end of _ _ 
| | onth,' 
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bue for meetting together on the fir day of-.che Week, and 
coming before them with onr.hatson. Now inthe timce:of our 
impriſonment, one of us ( Joſiah Sowthwick; )iſeng to the Gover-+ 
nor and Magiſtrates at their meeting, 8&detired a little 1berty 
£0 go home, (his goods being on the ſpoite) and he would give 
bond to eome again faithtullyco the prifon/aritheir appointed 
time, but they denyed ic. - = 

Now there was one Wiliam Marftenthart lived. at Hamptoy, 
they finding two little Booksin his Houſe, one: was John £1 
bars's little Book ſent to his Wife from Dover-Cofile, and the 
other was a Sheec of Paper of Wiliam Dew:berry's, called. The 
mighty day of the Lord, tor the vvhich they took from him ten 
ponnaki man withdrew from the publike meeting ac Hany- 
70n, they rated him three pounds to the Prieſt for his Wages, 
and took it violently from bim, and was alſo fined five pounds 
for not coming to their Meeting, and took away a Barrel of 
ſaired Beef that he had provided to fend to ſea; more 
moneys they took from him, bur the true account of all we 
yet had not, beſides many other particulars ( which would be 
ro0 tedious to mention ) which the Inhabitants of the Maſs» 
thuſers endure, with whac more, may be expeRed- in the pro- 
ſecution of this unjuſt and unrighteous Law , which if there 
may not bean allowance of Appeals from the State of Eng- 
lend, to the Inhabitants, their Subjefts in New-England,, it's 
like to be a bloody time amongſt us; for they have: not onely 
combined to kill and baniſh among themſelves in the Aſo/a- 


chuſets, but (as wehear) have by all means uſed to hedge up | 


all wayes of ſuccor to us in the Neighbour-Coellonyes, which 
fome of them had more tenderneſsrhen chemfelves; But our 
truſt is in che Moſt High, vvhoſe living preſence is the fulneſs of 
alf ſacifa@ion to us in all ourward trains...

The people called in ſcorn Qw#abers, areriſen up from un- 
der the powers of darkneſs, and they are come torch from the 
riſing of the Sun, where che morning hath appeared withque 
Clouds, and though ſer at nought by you, yer they are a migh- 
ty people, and of the Royal Off- ſpring , even of his Family 
who is the firit-born of every creature , and the heir of all 
things, the Shour of a King is among them ,, who is greater 
then Abaddon, or App«lyon, bis living-preſence is wich them, 
and they ſhall come upon you hypocrites and diffemblers, as 
mortar and clay; and though you lift up your horns high, and 
puſheth every way with them againſt che Lamb and bis fol- 
lowers, yet your horns ſhall be broken by him who is their 
King, by his horn of Salvation , which now is lifted up far 
higher chen the horn of an Unicorn, and you ſhall be as aſhes 
under their feet.

maſt be gone over, and be made level. and yet not by Clubs,

or; and hereis a crime (indeed) which deſerves baniſhment 
and death, nothing below this will be able to fatisfie Juſtice for 
chis Crime, by the Judgement of the Law-makers of Z:fcn: 
And when became this ſuch.a laudable cuſtom, that it is wor- 
thy of ſo much praiſe ? Yeblind and ignorant, bave you not 
read che Scripture, He that reſpeRts perſons, commits fin, 
and he that hath mens perſons in admiration , will tranſgreſs 
for a Morſel of Bread ; And ye never learned this of E/ths, 
this laudable Cuſtom, (as you call it) he ſaid, 7 know net to give 
ſcattering titles to man, for in ſo doing my Maker would take me a- 


» way, but envy hath eacen out all knowledge out of your hearts. 


And is this your Church- Order, to take away mens Beaſts, 
Kettles, Pors,Sheep,and Peuter? Or is this your Order, to fine 
men five ſhillings every day they come nor to your Syna- 
gogue, or becaule men cannot break the command of Chriſt, 
and ſwear among a company of cruel, coyetous, blood-thirſty 
men, to fine them five pounds? Teli the Nations when this 
Order was madein the Churches, among all the Orders and 
Dire&ions that Chriſt and his Apoſiles gave to believers, and 
ro the Churches to be obſerved, I never read of any ſuch as 
cheſe. Oh ignorance, folly, and madneſs ! What, fine five 
pounds a piece if they will not joyne with you in Worſkip, 
nor come to hear a covetous hireling dream an hour ! What? 
baniſh them that will not come to you ? What? put to death 
if they come again? Greater cruelty neyer appeared among 
all the perſecuting Emperors of K«we, in-the greateſt Apoſte- 
-y. Well, if this be your Church- Order, it's time for the Lord 
:0 ariſe and ſcatter you, and bleſſed ſhall he be chat bears his 
ſeſtimony (for God) againſt you , though to. the loſs of bis

You that have eftabliſhed ſuch « form of worſhip, and fuch 
an Aſſembly as this, that if any come into your Aſſembly,and 
ſpeak the word of the Lord for the edification of the hear- 
ers, ſo that peoples minds mxy be informed, you'pull them 
out by the hair of the head, and ſtops their mouths with Nap- 
kins or Gloves; and if any reprove him that doth ſo diſorder- 
ly, you ſend him to priſon, and fine him; its time to withdraw 

from ſuch diſorderly Aſſemblies as yours are. Andif this be 
the Order of your eſtabliſhed Form, approved of by Ortho- 
dox Profeſſors, then the Charch of Corixth was not Orthodox, 
for there one might ſpeak one by one, that all might hear,and 
be edified and comforted'; but this is accounted diſorder 1: 
your Church, and by your Rulers; and they that walk accor- 
ding to that Order approved of among the Saintsof old, muſt 
-bear the Nameof diſorderly perſons, and the ſentence is, Pri- 
ſon, and be-fined, and'be whipped. Tndeed Amaziah the Prieft 
of Bethel, was of your Prieſts mind, and of the mind of your 
Rulers and Aſſemblies, you-may read your example when 4- 
mos ( the Herdſman ) ſaid , The Songs of the Temple ſhouid 
be curned into howling, and prophefied againft ſach'a genera- 
tion'as'you are, Hear this, ye that ſwallow up the needy, even to 
mate the pror of the Land tofaile, Amos 8.4. There is your cx- 
ample, ( you Rulers of New-England) who takes away poor 
peoples Eſtates, (their goods) and cafts them in ſtinking holes, 
-and rears their fleſh from off cheir backs, as you have cauſed - 
ro be done unto  miany- Pyor people who are [dear unto the 
Lord: Amos 8.7. Hearken what the Lords ſentence'was to fuch 
a people, The Lord hath fworn by the Excellency of Jacob, Sure- 
ly I will never forget any of their works. Ver.8; Shall not the Tand 
tremble for this, andevery ons mourn that dwelleth therein? And it 
ſhall riſe up wholly as a flood, and it ſpall be caft out and drawned, as 
bythe ffobd of <AEggpt:Read the g,and 101 fay, Amaziah was of 
'-  *your mind, he ſent to Jeroboam ,- and ſaid Amos had conſpired

27.10. Andjuſtlike the King and Priefts. then, ſo are you - 
now; Church and State1s.Jjketo he.overthrown ( ſay you ) by 
rheQuakers,[[Herdſmen and PlowmenJno Orthodox Divines, 
nor Orthodox Profeſſors, buc ſeditious, ſay you, ( like as the 
envious 7ews , who, falfly accuſed the Apoſtles in the ſame 
words.) And fay you, They frequent meetings of their own: 
Why nor? Did not the Apoſiles and Saints meer from houſe to 
houſe ? Went they to the Temple at 7rr»ſalem, or into the 
Jews Synagogues free Chriſt was aſcended .. to worſhip: You 
ignorant men, and yet cry , Scriptureis the rule of faith and 
obedience; how is che Scripture your rule now ?

Whereby divers of ear Inhabitants have been infefted, nttwith- 
ſtanding all former Laws made upon the experience of their arre- 
ire and bold obtruſions to deſeminate their principles among us, pro- 

ibiting their coming in this Juriſdiction, they have not been deter+ 
red from their impetuons attempts, to under mine our peace, aud ha- 
&ard our rune. 


And what, hath all your unrigtteous Decrees done you no 
g00d? All your lying and invented expreſſions in your 
Laws, ( to make your matter hainous) not accompliſhed your 
purpoſes? Hath not your Law for five ſhillings a-day, brought 
all to your confederacy ? nor ten ſhillings a-day, nor fetching 
away their Beaſts, Pots and Ketttles , will not all this hinder 
them, but they muſt depart from you? Will not all the whip- 
pings again, and again, ( as Joh» Indico: your Governor, did 
conſeſs to his own ſhame, that you had done ) will not all 
ſerve ? Call all your Inchanters together, and ſee, ſomething 
is the matter more then ordinary,and cannot all this you have 
done, deter them from your Juriſdiction ? Yet you reſolve to 
make another Law, and try what that will do; novv. have you 
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eovenatited with death, and Cr ſhaken hands with the de- 
ſroyer and murderer; ſare enough yout peace is undermined, 
for els all theſe horrid,cruel enterpriſes you yyould never have 
followed, (which ? har have began) and ruine, and wo, and e- 
ternal miſery, and everlaſting ſorrow is to them that are in 
that nature you live in, which is curſed from God for ever. 


For. prevention thereof, this Court doth order and enact, That & 
very perſon or perſons of the curſed ſeet of the Quakers, who is not 
an Inhabitant of, but is found within thu Juriſdiction , ſpall be ap- 
prehended without Warrant, where m Magiſtrate 15 at hand, any 
Conſtable, Commiſſioner, or ſelect man, and conveyed from Conſt a- 
ble to Conftable, tc the next Magiſtrate, who fall commit the ſaid 
perſon to cloſe priſon, there to remain (without bail ) until the next 

Court of Aſſiſtance , where they ſhall have a legal Tryal. 


Now comes up the Rear of the Beaft , 2nd the reſerve of 
the Prince of darkneſs, to back & fortifie all the wicked enter- 
priſes they attempted before. Who gave you power to order,8: 
fo to enaR, to apprehend without Warrant? So:you have made 
every man a Mapiſtrate,and a Ruler in your Juriſdiction, and 
I believe if they ſhould kill, or take away the life of any, you 
would give them an Abſolucion : Is this the example of 
Chriſt,or any Church-members, or any Chriſtian- Magiſtrate? 
And why de you call them a curſed Set of the Qyaters? You 
have curſed them whem God hath blefſed, whom no Weapon 
that is formed againſt , ſhall proſper. And as for your legal 
Tryal, we know your rule, your own wicked, proud, arrogant, 
imperious, and envious Wills, and this muft fir as Judge and 
Tryer. Well, you have now ſet your ſelves againſt the Lord 
in your ſtrength, having the old Dragon for your Leader; Will 
this ſerve you ? The Angel of the everlaſting Covenant hath 
a Chain in his hand ro bind lim , and to diffipate your wick- 
ed Counſel , and cofifound you in the midſt of your devi- 
ſes.

_clamour; but if thou enquire into the Fat, is1t not. putting 
off the har, and diſowning their Aſſemblies? and ( in their ac- 
count ) baniſhment and death is puniſhment little enough for 
this tranſgreſſion. Theſe men wouli ſet up their Aſſembly as 
Nebuchaxnezar's Image, and whoſoever will not bow, muſt in:

like Jeroboaw's Calf at Day and Bethel , andif 1/racl will not 
come to Da, or Amos cry againſt Bethel, Amazsah will cry to 
the King, He hath uttered Sedition and Rebellion among the 
people, and he hath conſpired againſt the King, and the Land 
cannot bear his words? And is not this che ſame language, 


They will not come to our Church, onr Aſſemblies? But they 


meet of themſelves, and oppoſes us, and breeds mutinies , ſe- 
dition, and rebellion in the Government. Theſe Priefls of 
New- England, a. d Rulers, would have baniſhed all the Apo- 
ſiles, and have killed Pax/and Srepher, who ſaid , God dwelt 
not in Temples made with hangs , neither was worſhipped 
in Temples made with mens hands, and drew people out of the 
Temple, into private houſes, and fields , and by the ſea fide; 
and cheſe men would have killed Chriſt, (the ſame-generation 
did)in whoſe foot-ſteps they are, he ſaid, neither at Jer«ſalem, 
nor at Sawaria; but they that werſhip the Father, worſhip 
him in ſpirit and cruth, Might the Jews have replyed, Was not 
the Temple builded by the command of God? And is it not 


ſo agreed upon by the whole Nation of the Jews? And wilt 


thou ſay that God is not worſhipped? Thou art mutinous and 
rebellious. And the Samaritans might have ſaid, Thisis the 
Mount we met in,andit is agreed upon by our Rulers and peo- 
ple, anditis the laudable Cuſtom of our Country,and our Af: 
ſembly, and doſt thou teach thy Diſciples to ſeperate” from Je- 
ruſzlem, and from this Mount? Then thou art ſeditious, and 
a"Matinier, and a ſtirrer up of Rebellion, an Enemy to our 
Nation and Countrey; And wilt thou reſpe&t no mans perſon? 
Nay, (faid the Phariſees, tempting ) We know thou reſpects 

no 


themſelves, and hereisa greac deal of aggravatiog, high, boa- | 
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ro maris perſon, What ſaiſt thou of Ceſar ? They might have 
ſaid; What, wilt thou not reſpecc thy equals and ſaperiors ? 
Then thbu art not civil, and art againſt the laudable cuſtom of 
our Countrey, which all our approved Orthodox perſons doth 
allow of, thou muſt be baniſhed, andif thou return, death, 


Or by adhering to, or approving of any known quaker , and the 
tenents and practiſes of the quakers, that are oppoſite to the Ortho- 
dox recerved Opinions of the godly , and endeavouring to diſaſfeet 
others to civil Government and Chureh-Orders, or condemning the 
practiſe and proceedings of this Court againſt the quakers. 


Now if any( like Nicodemus ) would come but by night, 
(who are yet no 2zakers) if the Rulers and Prieſts of News 
England know of you, you muſt out of the Synagopue,and be 
baniſhed, and if return, be put co death; for this is an Ortho- 
dox received Opinion, to baniſh and kill them that comes not 
to their Aſſembly, and puts not off the har, then the Ortha- 
dox received Opinion of the Church-members of New-Eng- 
land, is baniſhment, and if return death; and he that juſtifies 
the practiſe and proceedings of that Court, is not juſtified of 
God : Whar, Whippers, Robbers, Spoilers, Killers and De- 
ſtroyers, Marrers of the Workmanfhip of God, Wreſtlers with 
fleſh 8 blood, blood-ſuckers? he that juſtifies you, is condem. 
ned of God, he that condemns your Court, and proceedings, 
and practiſes, will God (and all the holy Angels) jultifie, and 
the Church of God. It may be you will call this rebellion, 
and fo it is againſt the Prince of darkneſs , from whence you 
have received your Authority.

Equals, and becauſe chey will nor come to their Aſſemblies, 
and join in hypocrifie with this envious & perverſe generati-

drawings forth into the Town and Countrey'ro ſeek the ſcac- 
tered ſeed, two of which declared in the ſtreets, co wit, Mary 
W a erheatand Dovrot:y Waugh, for which they-wereapprehen- 
ded and caſt into miery dungeons apart each frgmiorther, where

riſdition. whebrought the Fiſcal fo called;} with" a guard of 
Muiquetiers, who took him into their cuſtody; vvbo ſearched 
him ard cook avvay higknives, and; papers; and:Scripture«bbok; 
and pinioned him all the night and the nexr day; fo tbathe bad 
hardly iderty. to refreſhiof reſt himſelf any vvay;-and they 
earched ſtricily/forthole thatthad' entertained bim, and laid 
told on tyyo Women, the one m"—_ tvvo ſmall children ; the 
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one of yyhich fed upon her breſt, Dy dt a-cart, and conveys 
ed the vvoman avyay in it, and him they tyed to the hinder part 
of it pinioned., and fo haled him through. the vveods in the 
nighc-ſeaſon, vvhereby he vvas much-torne and abuſed 3 ſo cg 
ming co the rovyncalled Nevv-Amſcerdam, they looſed the pri 
ſoger, and che Goaler led him by the rope-vvherevvitball hee 
vvas pinioned, unto the Dungeon vvhere he yvas caſt, and con 
Mirtred the women priſoners co another place, and there cons 
tinued them during their pleaſure : Ar the time ot their Count 
they cauſed che priſoner, to wit, Kobert Hodg hone,to be brought 
before them, and cook his examination in writing , and com- 
mitted him ro ue Dunzeon again ,, afterwards they topk hin 
forth, and read an accuſation againſt him in their owne lan- 
guage; the words thac were interpreted to him by - Capraine 
Wilt were theſe ; It is the Generalls pleaſure, ſeeing you have 
behaved your ſelfeerhus,you are to work two yeers at a Wheel 
barrow with a Negor, or pay or cauſe co be paid fix hundred: 
Gilders. Then Koherr indeavoured to make his defence by way

accuſation againſt him in Dutch, which he underſtood not , but 
many.of. their own Nation who heard ic ſhook cheir heads & 
ic, and when they had done, caft him into the Dungeon agal 
after cercain dayes took him forth betimes in a morning , 
chained him to a Wheelbarrow, and commanded him to work;

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blowes, beeing kepe mach from foodalſo , was Very faint, and 
ate down upon the grognd, waiting with his minde ſcaid upon 
the Lord, felt his ſtrength and refreſhment, as the oyl of glad- 
neſs, which made him whole , bur ſtill by them kept chained ar 
the Barrow untill the ſeventh hour in the night, then looſed 
and put mco the Dan untill che morning abou the ſixth 


hour, then taken forth again, and lock't to the Barrow, with a 


gn2rd ſet upon him that none might come ſo much as to ſpeake 
wich him , beeing kept there untill the ſeyenth hour , ( as be- 
fore) and brought forth the next day inlike manner, andafcer- 
wards looſed, and catried before the Governor, who asked him 
if he would work; if not, he ſhould be whipt every day: ther 
he demanded what Law he had broken, and called for his accu- 
ſers that he might Know his tranſgreſtion, and cold bim , That 
if he were called to that work by the Lord he ſhonld not refuſe 
it; then thiy chained him co: the Barrow again, and: toldhim; 
that if he ſpake to any one he ſhould be puniſhed worſe; yer 
his mouch was opened to fach as came about'bim : 'then they 
ſeeing that he could not be filene, they put bim'up into the Dun- 
gcon, and kept him cloſe feyeral:dayes, two nights one day and 
an half without bread or water; then took him out very early 
inthe morning to a private Chamber, and ſtripped him tothe 
waſte, and hung him up by the hands, and tyedagreac logg te 
his feet, that he eould not iſ his body , and ſer a firong Ne- 
gor with rods, who laid y ſtripes upon him both backward 
and forward, wherewith he cut his fleſh very much , and drew 
much blood upon him; then was hee looſed and pur into the 
Dungeon, too bad a place for ſwine, being a ſinking hole -and 
fullof Vermine, not ſuffering any to comeandwaſh his ſtripes, 


and within two dayes took him forth again, and bung him up as . 


before, che Goaler being very drunk forced another Negor to 
lay many more ſtripes upon him, and ſeeing no- end of their 
cruelcy, ſpake to the Fiſcal to give him ſome time of confidera- 
tion, and to ſuffer ſome Engliſh to come unto him; which vvas 
eranced : An Engliſh vvoman came wtinto him and vraſhed his 
ſtripes, yvho ſeeing himy-brought ſo lovy of body, ſpake to her 
husband that ſhe expeRed thar he could not live untill the next 
morning ; the vvords took ſuch impreftion upon him, that he 
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vent tothe Fiſcal; and proffered him 4 fat Ox, it he vyoul(' 
luffer him to come and be ar his houſegantil he vvas recovered; 
but'the Governor vvould nor, except the vvhole tine vvas paid; 


which many gladly-vvould have'done; bur the priſsner could 
norticgnſenc to it : 'for vvithiry three days that they had vvhips 
ped him, he vvas made ſtrong as ever, and free co }aboar,vvhich 


VVas agreat tormenttothera, their ayme being altogether ws. 


Bet money; Anda 'great trouble to many berh Dutch and 
Engliſh, that he could not conſent for them to pay: che Fing 
but chooſed rather to vyork then to be burchenſome to any;

Fobn Boyſe Mayor of Bath aforeſaid, who had committedthe 
above ſaid Thomas Moyrj:rd to Priſon for declaring againft the 
deceit of the Prieſt, by which he remained in priſon neer to 
years, this Fobn boyſe Mayor, was {mitten with a ſore diſcaſe in 
his legs and lims, for the moſt part of his Majorality, alio tae 
Goaler was ſmitten with the ſame lameneſle ;, fo as he was fain 
to leave the Priſon, and then cameanother, who Tyranized 
over the ſaid Thomas Mortor4, and forced him out of iis room, 
and from his bed, and other abuſes,and the Hand of the Lord 
fell alſo on him, and cut him off by death ſuddenly. 

Thomas Hurlitene cf Miibury. Oſmond a common difturber of

roared and howled ina loud and hideous manner, being in # 
diſtra&ted condition, and had many to hold him ; he ſhortly 
after dicd, and many were amazed ar him. 

Edward Ireland a tithing-man, dwelling in South Periot, who 
{coffed at friends, and perſecuted them with much cruel 
ty , and took ſome out of there houſes , and carried them 
before ſome called Juſtices, and in the eleventh month, 58, 
he went to Blanford Sefhions with Jeremiah French the Prieſt 
of South Periot, who went there to lay in falſe informarion a» 
vainſt Joby Gundry, who was caſt into priſon by Feremiah French, 
the ſaid Ire/and allo having a hand in it, and at that Secffons 
I-b1 Gundry was brought forch and ſo fined, fourty ihillings to | 
the ProteCtor, and fourty ſhillings to the Prieſt ; bur Jeremiob 
French and Edward Ireland, rode away from Blanford, towards 
South. Periot, before thoſe called Juſtices had really fined [:t 
Gundry,or remanded him'to priſon again, and yet as they rode 
homeward through Everſhor, Edward Ire/and boaſted that lo 
Gnn4ry would beſent to priſon again; who came home to his 
houſe, but.within two days the Lord ſtrook him dead {idden- 
ly in his houſe, which ſtruck a dread in many which hada hand

As Thomas Salthouſe and Miles Halhead were travelling to- 
mrds Plymorth, m obedience to the Lord, were apprehended 
tHmington, and ſent to EXE TER by a guard of Muſqueteers 
& from thence to TAUNTON with a ſealed lerter & a guard, 
Colonel Buffet > who as he was enjoyned by the faid let- 
ter,wrote another to ſend them from Tyching to Tything un- 
tithey cawe to theirown Countries; but the officer that had 
ltepalſe, and was to be their convoy tothe next Tything had 
lot gone above a mile,until he fell down in the mire,and could.

IVill:amſon to Priſon, for going into Kettering Steeple-houle 
though he never ſpoke one word, but ſtood peaceably all th 
tine; and as ſoon as the Prieſt had done, the people dragge 
him forth by the hair of the head, & ſtruck hum on the heads 
facc with their Bibles, and he never ſpeaking one word; ani 
7obn Brown was an eye witneſs to this barbarous uſage of bum 
and never reproved the rude people for it ; but committed hin 
to an Ale-houſe, with a charge that none of his friends ſhoule 
come near him; and the next day, contrary to all Law, coi 
mitted him to the common Goal , and there he harh conti 
nued- 42 weeks, andneverany accuſer appeared againſt him 
Andit was obſerved, that juſt forty weeks after, as 1t was ac:

have been brought to Seilions before them ; did lay to ee

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Elineton one day, that the falſe 2 ks that Elja flew mighe 

25 well plead they were perſecuted then, asthe Quakers in + 
England, The ſaid Francrs was brought to the Seſſions, and 
there two wicked men did falfly ſwear againſt him , and ſay, 

Thar he did curſe and deny the true God that made Heaven 

2nd Earth , ata Meeting 3 and though they ſwore this, yet 
as ſoon as the Jury-men were gone forth, they did in the pre- 

ſence of the Court, one of them, deny it again, and confeſſed 

the truth 3 and yet Robert Guy would rake no notice of it, nei- 
ther would he ſuffer one of the ſaid Francis Ellragtons witneſſes 
to declare what he did ſpeak, being 5 of them , except they 
wouj firft fwear, which he knew they could not, and ſo ſut- 
fered the innocent to be committed in Priſon z and he him- 

ſe'f d:d afterwards charge the Goaler privately to whip him, 

once iti two weeks , or elſe Che told the Goaler ) he ſhould 
looſe his place, which the Goaler confeſled to the (aid Francis; 

bur this was obſerved, that the ſaid francis one day meeting 
with che ſaid Gny upon the road ,, wes movedof the Lord to 
ſpeak ro him, and bid him give over perſecuting the people of 
God , otherwiſe the Judgement of the Lord would ſuddenly 

overtake him z and this was three dayes before the Seſſions, 
and he not believing, bur ſuftered the ſa1d Fraxcis to be caſt in- 
to Priſon , and there to be by his private order whipped once 
a fortnight , and to be kept from his Wife and fix ſmall chil- 
dren, and from his trade and employment, to the ruining of 
him and his Fanuily 3 Juſt ſeven dayes after, the Lord ſtrook 
Gu»; wife with death, & made 7 or $ children of Lis motherlefs, 
#14 in one week his Famnly were all I , and his chil- 
dren put forth , and his houſe left deſolate to this day. So 
our God is known by his executing Judgement, and the wic=- 
ked are trapped in the works of their own hands, and thus in 
all aces hath the Lord been known, andait js lefr upon record,

ly, thathe died, and never finiſhed that work.

ak him one queſtion after he had done 3. and by his fwearing Thomas Pentlow 
commitred her to Priſnn ;. preſently after ; the Lord imoie the ſaid Themas 
wich an uncurable diſcaſe, and when he lay upon his death-bed he declared 
roNeighbovrs, that nothing troubled him ſo much as ſwearing and perſecuring 
the faid Elibu, and wiſhed that he had never had a hand in ir, and at the ſame
